Kennedy  (D-Mass.),  a Roman 
Catholic,  shattered  the  religious 
issue  as  a significant  factor  in 
the  1960  campaign  today  by 
trouncing  Sen.

THE  CONVINCING  victory 
increased  the  42-year-old  Ken- 
nedy’s already  long  lead  in  the 
race  for  the  Democratic  Presi- 
dential nomination  and  may 
have  clinched  the  prize  for  him. 

The  West  Virginia  primary 
vote  does  not  bind  the  state’s 
25-vote  delegation  to  the  Dem- 
ocratic national  convention.

Newsmen  Seek 
Facts  About  Plane 


WASHINGTON,  May  11  — 
(UPI)  — President  Eisenhower 
may  make  his  first  public  state- 
ment today  about  the  downing 
of  an  American  spy  plane  in 
Russia  and  its  international  im- 
plications. 

The  Presdent  scheduled  a news 
conference  at  10:30  am.  The 
fact  that  he  decided  to  go  ahead 
with  the  question-and-answer- 
session  indicated  he  was  willing 
to  talk  about  the  touchy  plane 
incident. 

REPORTERS  were  loaded  with 
questions  and  the  subject  ap- 
peared certain  to  dominate  the 
press  conference  unless  Eisen- 
hower himself  cut  off  the  dis- 
cussion of  it. 

Among  the  more  likely  ques- 
tions: 

— What  effect  will  the  inci- 
dent have  on  the  Big  Four  sum- 
mit conference,  which  opens 
Monday  in  Paris? 

— WILL  THE  President  go 
ahead  with  his  scheduled  visit 
to  Russia  next  month  in  view 
of  the  Soviet  tirades  against  this 
country? 

— How  far  will  the  ‘United 
States  go  to  back  up  its  pledge 
to  defend  allied  nations  who  al- 
low American  reconnaissance 
planes  to  use  their  airfields? 

— JUST  HOW  extensive  are 
American  espionage  activities 
behind  the  iron  curtan  and  how 
much  control  does  the  President 
have  over  them? 

• — Does  the  President  have  in- 
formation indicating  the  U.  S. 
plane  may  have  landed  because 
of  mechanical  dffiiculties  instead 
of  being  shot  down  by  a super- 
rocket as  Soviet  Premier  Nikita 
Khrushchev  claims? 

—WHAT  EFFORTS  will  be 
made  to  aid  the  American  pilot, 
Francis  G.  Powers,  who  the  Rus- 
sians said  will  be  “brought  to 
account”  — presumably  to  trial 
on  espionage  charges? 

The  United  States  warned 
Russia  yesterday  that  it  would 
use  any  force  necessary  to  de- 
fend its  allies  if  they  become 
targets  of  Russian  attack  for 
permitting  U.  S.  intelligence 
flights  from  their  bases. 

KHRUSHCHEV  has  threaten- 
ed to  launch  rocket  attacks  on 
any  Allied  bases  in  Europe  and 
Asia  that  are  Used  for  spy 
flights.  He  aimed  his  threat  at 
Pakistan,  Norway  and  Turkey, 
which  the  Russians  said  were  in- 
volved in  Powers’  flight  plans.

Youth  Find 
Way  Tough 
For  School 

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.,  May 
11 — (UPI) — Almost  half  of  the 
world’s  school  age  children  are 
not  in  school  and  are  growing  up 
with  no  opportunity  to  develop 
their  talents  and  skills. 

For  the  most  part,  these  unfor- 
tunate children  live  in  the  econ- 
omically less  developed  countries 
where  schools  are  few  and  far 
between  and  where  even  the 
pittance  earnings  of  minors  are 
needed  to  help  keep  families 
from  starving. 

IN  THE  advanced  nations  such 
as  the  United  States,  the  problem 
of  educating  young  people  today, 
is  not  so  much  one  of  teaching 
them  the  “three  R’s,”  which  they 
learn  as  a matter  of  course,  as 
of  channeling  th$ir  tremendous 
creative  energy  and  .pioneering 
spirits  into  socially  useful  work. 

These  questions  are  discussed 
in  a thoughtful  report  issued  re- 
cently by  the  director-general  of 
the  International  Labor  Organi- 
zation, linked  to  the  United  Na- 
tions. 

THE  REPORT  pointed  out  that 
adults  everywhere  are  so  pre- 
occupied with^  juvenile  delinq- 
uency that  they  do  not  give  suf- 
ficient attention  to  primary  is- 
sues of  youth’s  development  and 
its  relations  with  the  commun- 
ity. 

The  issues  are  of  staggering 
size  in  Asia,  Africa,  the  Middle 
East  and  Latin  America,  where 
millions  of  children  under  the 
age  of  -15  work  long  hours  on 
farms,  in  factories,  mines  and  of- 
fices. Even  if  the  schools  existed 
to  accommodate  them  all,  their 
families  could  not  spare  them 
from  their  jobs.  The  poverty  in 
these  continents  makes  child  la- 
bor indispensable. 

IN  COUNTRIES  which  al- 
ready have  an  educational  sys- 
tem, the  report  stressed,  young 
people  need  much  more  guid- 
ance than  they  are  now  getting 
to  help  them  choose  suitable  oc- 
cupations. 

In  the  underdeveloped  na- 
tions, too  many  educated  youths 
prepare  themselves  for  white- 
collar  jobs  instead  of  for  techni- 
cal and  professional  occupations 
where  trained  manpower  is  in 
short  supply.
